Construction of 
the pool is entering the final stages 
now with painting, concrete fin¬ 
ishing and’ other detail work now 
underway. 

"Now that they’re on the final 
stages, you can see things moving 
really quickly,” Plewis said. 

“When they were working on the 
shell and roughing in the electrical 
system, it seemed so slow, but now 
everything is coming together." 

With the final construction 
work underway, Plewis said final 
fundraising efforts are also being 
started. 

‘ ‘We took a little bit of a break 
over the Christmas holidays and 
now we are just getting started up 
again with the square foot pro¬ 
gram,” he said. 

To date, Plewis said BOP has 
raised $76,340 and needs to sell 
1,920 more square feet to complete 
the water slide. The whirlpool, for 
which money was raised over the 
last few months of 1992 has been 
constructed and will soon be tiled. 

"And we just got word that we 
got an $8,000 grant from the 
Alberta Recreation.

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Students see first shoebox responses

Didsbury students are begin¬ 
ning to see the first responses to 
their shoebox program which was 
sent to Canadian soldiers before 
Christmas. 

Westglen teacher Connie Vis- 
ser said her students are thrilled 
with the letters they are getting 
back from the soldiers on U N. 
peace keeping duty in the former 
Yugoslavia. 

‘‘When we got the first letter, 
you should have seen the kids," 
she said. "They were just three feet 
off the ground. " 

The shoebox program began 
late last fall when Visser approach¬ 
ed her grade 8B class about sending 
gifts to the soldiers who were so far 
away from home. 

"Marjorie [Malinowski) had 
come and talked to all the teachers 
about letter writing and when I 
talked to my husband, he remem¬ 
bered the shoeboxes they had sent 
during World War II,” she said. 
"I talked to the SB’s but sending 
one shoebox wasn't good enough 
for them. Every body wanted to do 
one, or at least in pairs." 

Visser said the students took to 


the task voraciously, sending let¬ 
ters, poems and small gifts, final¬ 
ly stuffing one box with so many 
shoeboxes, it took three men to lift 
it. 

"I was just so proud of these 
kids to see the response they had 
to the idea,” she said. "They have 
been so good, so unselfish in this 
whole thing." 

Because letter writing is part 
of the grade 8 curriculum, Visser 
said she felt the campaign was an 
important teaching tool, but letter 
writing wasn’t all her students 
learned. 

"These kids are so distanced 
from anything like that. It just 
makes them very, very much 
aware of the world political situa¬ 
tion Now they’ve been watching 
the news and reading the news¬ 
paper. And now we’ve started talk¬ 
ing about Somalia and Iran and 
Iraq. I'm very proud of them, 
almost boastful.” 

And because the program has 
had such a great response. Visser 
said more of her classes have 
become involved and they plan to 
continue letter writing after the

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Didsbury makes plans for the Minor Hockey week

Hockey volunteers are making 
plans to celebrate this year's Minor 
Hockey week with a bang. 

Didsbury Minor Hockey re¬ 
presentative Ian Hopfe said the 
highlight of the week will be a 
game between Didsbury and the 
Molsqn Canadian Media Stars. 

' That’s a team the channels 2 
& 7 Sports at 11 crew put together 
and it has some ex-Flames and 
some Stampeders players," Hopfe 
said. 

The game, scheduled for Sun¬ 
day, January 24. will start at 4 p.m. 


at the Memorial Arena. 

"This is just a good opportuni¬ 
ty to highlight the minor hockey 
people here," Hopfe said. “The 
Didsbury Ramblers Minor Hockey 
Association has tried so hard to 
make hockey affordable and ac¬ 
cessible. We see some problems 
with young people because the cost 
of recreation is just too high. We 
feel either you pay now or you pay 
later.” 

Currently, Hopfe said, 160 
youth and children between the 
ages of 5 and 17 years are involv¬ 


ed in minor hockey. The Associa¬ 
tion itself raises over $10,000 per 
year to cover costs of the hockey 
and to help keep registration costs 
down. Most of the fundraising 
comes through business sector sup¬ 
port and arena concession sales. 

"We usually have 1 or 2 ma¬ 
jor fundraisers a year as well,” 
Hopfe said. “Right now we are 
selling speciality meat products. 
It's Schneiders products that come 
in boxes: things like chicken cor¬ 
don bleu. We sell that mostly 
through door knocking or at the 


arena concession." 

The benefits of having minor 
hockey in Didsbury is another issue 
Hopfe and the Association want to 
highlight over this week. 

“I don’t think people realize 
that minor hockey brings in up to 
4(X) guests every weekend, and 
figure skating does the same,” he 
said. “We have 10 games every 
Saturday and we try to encourage 
them to eat and shop here.” 

“People also don’t realize also 
that we are not always at the top 
of the standings but we’ve got boys 


right now playing in the WHI. and 
the AJHL. That’s quite remarkable 
for a town this size." 

Besides the Media Stars game, 
the Association also has games 
scheduled all day Saturday and a 
Saturday evening exhibition game 
between the Midgets and a team 
from Brooks. That game begins at 
5 p.m. 

“We like to think of this week 
as a time to thank the boys and girls 
for entertaining us as well as the 
volunteers and the paid officials 
who are involved.”

April 1992 - the Lions Club was 
invited by the town to participate in the 
recycling program 

May 21 - Our report was submitted 
to the town recommending how the 
project should be organized 

June 8 - our recommendations were

September 4 - our application for a 
grant was delayed by Action on Waste

mid-September - an Environmen¬

October 31 - Carstairs recycling 


centre opens 

November 22 - our new town coun¬ 
cil confirmed the recycling project and 
decided to fund a building through a 
debenture 

January 4, 1993 - a working alli¬ 
ance is formed with the Carstairs (Li¬ 
ons) recycling committee 

January 14 - because construction 
for a recycling centre has been ap¬ 
proved by town council. Action on 
Waste has agreed to reprocess our grant 
application to purchase equipment 
During all this time, your recycling 


committee has established markets for 
paper, cardboard, glass and some plas¬ 
tics We have also received encourage¬ 
ment, commitment and offers for as¬ 
sistance. All of your comments have 
been gratefully accepted. Because of 
all your support to date, we know that 
a recycling effort in Didsbury will suc¬ 
ceed. 

Next week we will discuss our 
PLAN - how we plan to operate the 
recycling centre and what we hope to 
do in 1993. 


Many arrangements have been made, 
contracts have been signed, alliances 
have been formed, information net¬ 
works between other communities have 
been established, some members have 
attended recycling conferences and 
government alliances have been main¬ 
tained It now appears that about one

Dear Editor: 

A colorful new booklet depicting 
basic rights of children is now'available 
to parents and children. The booklet's 
themes arc based on the United Nations 
Convention On The Rights Of The 
Child, ratified by Canada in December 
1991. 

Aimed at young children and their 
parents. Come to the Park uses a mini¬ 
mum of text. Whimsically illustrated 
moose, girafTcs, pandas and ow ls inter¬ 
act in situations to which a young child 
can relate. 

In one scene, the animals sit down to 
a picnic of healthy snacks to under¬ 
score the child's right to wholesome 
food. In another. Piglet discusses with 
his mother the meaning of the word 
'identity'. In a third. Big Moose takes 


care of Mikey Moose's skinned knee 
with a bandage and a hug The aim is to 
engage parents and their children in a 
discussion about rights, a complex sub¬ 
ject too often left unexplored. 

A poster promoting the rights of 
children and featuring scenes from the 
booklet will also be available free of 
charge to doctors, hospitals, daycare 
centres and parent-child resource cen¬ 
tres. 

The release of the booklet and poster 
marks the first anniversary of the ratifi¬ 
cation of the Convention by Canada In 
response to the World Summit for Chil¬ 
dren, co-chaired by Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney, the Government of 
Canada introduced the Brighter Fu¬ 
tures Initiative, a scries of steps to pro¬ 
mote the value and well-being of chil¬ 


dren and to recognize the important 
contribution of their parents and fami¬ 
lies to society.

When you are asked for your opin¬ 
ion or view do you give it and do you 
think it counts? 


Yes, the opinions of those people 
who took the time to answer the survey 
on Unemployment in my Winter/91 
1 louscholder had a hand in the changes 
to the Unemployment Insurance Ben¬ 
efit Regulations in the December/92 
Economic Statement It was your over¬ 
whelming response to that survey that 
persuaded me to be persistent in my 
demand for further restrictions and more 
stringent guidelines. 

The survey on Violence from my 
Summer/92 Householder provided in¬ 
formation for the Canadian Panel on 
Violence Against Women and became 
part of their report recommendations. 

And, the latest survey in my De- 
ccmber/921 leaseholder, to which many 
of you responded, informs me of your 
opinions of the economy and the most 
effective, efficient and least expensive 
way for you and I to communicate. The 
results of this survey will appear in the 


February Householder. 

A great deal of concern has been 
expressed about the GST and the 
amount of money that it collects, and 
whether or not it is a cash cow. The 
following statistical information from 
the Department of Finance answers 
that concern: In 1991/92, after allow¬ 
ing for the deduction of payments, the 
7% GST collected $15 2 billion In 
1989/90 the last vear for the 13.5% 
GST it collected $ 17.7 billion 1992/93 
GST revenues (April to November) 
after payments amounted to $9.2 bil¬ 
lion, for the same period of the previ¬ 
ous year revenues were $9 6 billion 
The GST was never meant to produce 
an abundance of funds for the govern¬ 
ment, but to replace a tax system that 
left businesses and exporters at a disad¬ 
vantage in a very competitive market¬ 
place. This and other interesting infor¬

County plows through winter with ease 


Let it snow, let it snow, let it snow... is 
beginning to be an old song for the 
people down at the County of Mountain 
View's Snow Removal Division 

Ken Bellamy knows. I le's been work¬ 
ing in the Public Works Division now 
for nearly 20 years, most of which have 
been spent as a Dispatcher for the seven 
graders and seven snow removal trucks 
in the area. 

1992 has certainly been a challenge 
for the crews charged with the removal 
of literally tons of snow from heavily- 
doused bus routes and county thorough¬ 
fares While it's difficult to estimate 
exactly just how much of the white stuff 
has been plowed aside, Bellamy esti¬ 
mates the quantities to be at least twice 
as much as last year if not more. 

Our busiest times, ofcourse, arc right 
after a big storm ..it really picked up 
around Christmas and shortly after, but 
we always seem to cope okay in the end. 
It's just a matter of being able to get the 
trucks out there soon enough," Bellamy 
said. 

The men whose job it is to drive the 
snow removal vehicles are on call 24 
hours under the direction of their Divi¬ 
sion Manager The County ensures at 


least one grader and one truck for each 
of the seven divisions in the area "That 
doesn't include the one truck we have 
for the Burnt Timber Road and a couple 
of other spare graders around the shop, 
but it pretty much covers it," Bellamy 
explains "If w e ever w ere to need more, 
we could always find a way of borrow¬ 
ing from one of the towns, but that kind 
of situation rarely happens 

But snow removal is really only a 
small part of the job. Bel lamv says sand¬ 
ing is often just as important, if not 
more. "It was really bad early this win¬ 
ter after we had that rain and cold 
weather We usually just have to mix 
up one or two batches of the sand and 
salt combination w e spread on the roads, 
but this winter, it's going to be at least 
three." Each "batch", according to 
Bellamy, consists of 800 - 1,000 yards 
of sand collected from one of four sand 
pits situated in the County. 

"Priority routes are generally the 
school bus roads. We like to get those 
cleared off first so that we don't see any 
buses getting stuck out in the cold with 
a bunch of kids on board" Bellamy 
adds the County is fortunate in that 
primary emergency routes, such as High¬

Farmers eligible for tax deferrals 


Farmers in 16 more Alberta 
municipalities are eligible for tax 
deferrals if they were forced to 
sell livestock because of drought 
conditions in 1992. 

"This brings the total to 45 
areas that will be eligible for this 
federal program," says Paul 
Gervais of Alberta Agriculture's 
farm business management 
branch 

The new eligible areas are: 
the counties of Camrose, Leduc, 
Flagstaff and Parkland; the 
municipal districts of Provost, 
Brazeau, Smoky River, Peace and 
Fairview; improvement districts 
14, 16, 17 (West), 19, 22 and 23; 


and, the City of Edmonton. 

If farmers are forced to sell 
part of their breeding herd, the 
program allows them to defer 
part of that income from their 
1992 taxable income The pro¬ 
gram, the Drought Induced Sales 
of Breeding Animals, gives 
producers a way to replace their 
breeding stock in the future. 

The program has two defer¬ 
rals. If producers reduce their 
herd by at least 15 per cent and 
less than 30 per cent, they can 
defer 30 per cent of their sale 
income If they are forced to sell 
30 per cent or more of their 
breeding herd, they can defer 90 


Flaxseed and canola 
quotas removed 

The Canadian Wheat Board announced that it is removing quotas on 
canola and flaxseed, effectively immediately This decision was taken on 
the basis of one of the major recommendations of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment’s recently completed Regulatory Review of the Grains and Oilseeds 
sector. 

Although deliveries of flaxseed and canola to commercial facilities for 
export are no longer subject to quotas, the Board said that these deliveries 
must still be recorded in a producer's permit book. 

Quotas for canola and flaxseed have been removed because of the 
shortage of high grade supplies for these crops. Although quotas for these 
two grains are already quite high, the removal of quotas should generate 
additional supplies of the high grades which are needed to meet export 
sales.

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Town taken to task over taxi turf

Patricia Proul, owner of Olds Taxi 
Ltd., has asked Olds town council to 
review their taxi licensing policy. 

Proul moved to Olds in January of 
1992 and established Olds Taxi Ltd. 
providing Olds' first 24 hour, seven 
days a week service. Proul questioned 
the logic of issuing a taxi license to an 
out of town company w hich scoops the 
lucrative weekend fares and leaves town 
with the profits. 


’Tm not saying that no other taxi com¬ 
pany can [establish a business in Olds,]" 
Proul said. "I don't mind competition 
with somebody who's living here. That's 
great. That's fair But when you have 
somebody coming in from out of town 
because he cant make the bucks in 
Airdrie, and he's coming in only for 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday night 
and taking the gravy away from you 
when you're sitting there doing nothing 
all week long, it's just not fair.” 

Being locally based, Proul said that 


her company redistributes profits in the 
town through fuel and maintenance for 
the cabs, as well providing employ¬ 
ment by hiring local drivers She also 
mentioned several community-minded 
efforts her company had provided such 
as free shuttle service for the annual 
Olds Christmas dinner at Olds Bakery 
and Santa's Anonymous Proul noted 
she has taken seniors who could not 
afford ambulance fees to the hospital 
free of charge She offers cheap drive

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International Education enters new era of business 


There is a new dimension about to 
unfold for International Education at 
Olds College . . one fostered by the 
vision of providing training and con¬ 
tractual arrangements worldwide. 

It is the kind of challenge Olds Col¬ 
lege intends to surpass by capitalizing 
on such opportunities as: overseas de¬ 
velopment projects, industry training 
contracts, and student exchange ar¬ 
rangements. 

This kind of enthusiasm for interna¬ 
tionalizing education has been long¬ 
standing at Olds College. A wealth of 
global awareness has grown steadily 
since the challenge of providing inter¬ 
national education was first embarked 
upon 20 years ago. This, according to 
the College's Manager of International 
Education, Reg Radke, is largely due to 
the increasing reliance of the agricul¬ 
tural and horticultural business com¬ 
munities on new market opportunities. 

"It is no longer enough to just do 
well locally or nationally anymore," 
Radke comments. "To be truly effec¬ 
tive in your industry-whether it be 
feedlots or greenhouses—you have to 
have an appreciation for how the mar¬ 
ketplace is evolving in other countries 
and continents." 

Radke adds that the more we can 
learn about foreign industry and the 
more information that we can share 
with other countries, the more func¬ 
tional we can be come in a global mar¬ 
ketplace. 

The list of countries working w ith 
Olds College on tours, faculty/student 
exchanges, and business endeavors in¬ 
cludes: China, Costa Rica, Indonesia, 
Jamaica, Nicaragua, Thailand, Egypt, 
Botswana, India, Ukraine, Japan, Rus¬ 
sia, Uruguay, Korea, and Mexico. 

"At any one time during the course 
of the academic year, we are involved 
in at least six different educational 


projects or group study tours geared 
primarily to professional development 
activities," Radke explains.". We rou¬ 
tinely send consultants and advisors to 
other countries to supply both short and 
long-term training" 

This was especially true this past 
spring in Zacetacas, Mexico, where 
Alberta Agriculture, Advanced Educa¬ 
tion, and Olds College joined forces to 
provide a senes of specialized training 
sessions. "In this particular venture, we 
trained 85 faculty members, veterinary 
students, and livestock producers on 
fecdlot operation techniques and feedlot 
management skills. The information 
was well received, and will hopefully 
assist Canadian producers in the long 
ran with Mexico looking to Canada for 
cattle and feed." 

The Mexican training venture, and 
others similar to it, arc no longer unique 
to Olds College Numerous varieties of 
training, consulting, and advisory serv¬ 
ices are now readi lyavailablctoprivate 
or public sectors. Applications might 
include: technology transfer, institu¬ 
tional strengthening, curriculum devel¬ 
opment, instructional design, procure¬ 
ment services, and agriculture and rural 
development. 

Added success for the College's in¬ 
ternational ventures rests with the re¬ 
cently incorporated "Growers Tom in 
Tropical Costa Rica" and "Tropical 
Agro-Ecology Tour " Both are sched¬ 
uled to take place in Costa Rica early in 
the new year Radke says the tours are 
uniquely tailored to the educational re¬ 
quirements of professionals with agri¬ 
cultural, horticultural, or environmen¬ 
tal backgrounds. Anyone with a keen 
interest in the subject matter, however, 
is encouraged to take part. 

"Much of the credit for the calibre of 
these tours, I must admit, goes out to the 
expert instructors and tour guides from 


the Costa Rican Technological Insti¬ 
tute (TrCR) and here, at Olds College." 

Future endeavors envisioned by the 
College's International Education De¬ 
partment involve the collaboration of 
services available through both public 
institutions and privatecompanics. The 
concept, nearing finalization, would 
ideally involve the shared responsibil¬ 
ity of providing specialized training for 
agricultural and horticultural sectors. 


"The (consortium) would allow our 
international services to be accessed on 
a larger scale than what our present 
efforts are accommodating. It would 
enable us to pool our educational re¬ 
sources and roster of qualified instruc¬ 
tors more constructively. Together, the 
expertise we would be able to offer 
would greatly compliment our present 
efforts towards global skill transfer." 

To Radke, the mechanisms avail-

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able to strengthen our country's inter¬ 
national relationships are well within 
reach Opportunity in the international 
market, he believes, is not handed down, 
but sought after through hard work and 
innovative, open strategies.

Cremona’s firemen don’t just fight fires

The past year has been a very busy 
one for the volunteer fire department 
in Cremona In addition to regular prac¬ 
tise sessions, intensive training and, of 
course, responding to calls, this group 
has been very active in raising funds to 
improve the fire department. 

According to Cremona Fire Chief 
Terry Hannett, tax revenues account 
for just a small portion of the income 
generated to buy equipment The 
Cremona Rural and Urban Fire Asso¬ 


ciation allocated tax revenue to make 
major purchases like bunker gear and 
the new pumper truck, which is ex¬ 
pected to be delivered soon. 

The donations of equipment and 
money is the result of the efforts of the 
firefighters 

‘ ‘ The men have really come though 
for this department,” says Hannett. 
‘Ttis through their effort that we have 
the new rescue unit, for instance.” 

ITic truck was donated by Nova and 
Hannett says the firefighters put in 


hundreds of hours collectively to ob¬ 
tain the truck and re-outfit it for the 
department. The estimated value of 
the truck is over $20,000. 

Shell Canada Limited donated 
breathing air apparatus worth about 
$30,000 and local businesses, corpora¬ 
tions, service groups and individuals 
have also made donations in the range 
of $20 to $7000. 

The Fire Department's major 
fundraising event is the annual Bal¬ 
loon Festival held in February Last 


year's festival made over $5500 which 
was put towards the purchase ofa Jaws 
of Life. This year’s proceeds arc ear¬ 
marked for construction of new space 
Hannett says the department's equip¬ 
ment is quickly outgrowing their 
present facilities. 

“We've got a real dedicated team 
here and we've worked hard over the 
past few years to build up the equip¬ 
ment and train everyone to handle all 
the different aspects of the job,” says 
Hannett. “And it's all on their own 


time and initiative They don't get paid 
to do this.” 

And if you talk to firefighter 
spouses, you'll know' just how much 
time it takes. Says one, “if he's not at 
work, he's at the fire hall or on the 
phone or going somewhere on fire de¬ 
partment business” 

No matter how you look at it, 
firefighting seems to be only a small 
part of what these dedicated men take 
on when they volunteer for the Cremona 
Fire Department.

Premier makes first 
constituency stop

Premier Ralph Klein has begun to 
make good on a campaign promise by 
making a visit to Sundre last week. 

The visit was the first in a series of 
constituency visits the Premier had 
promised during the PC leadership 
race last year. 

During the visit, Klein met with 
Sundre Mayor Terry Leslie and gave 
the keynote speech at the Olds/Dids- 
bury PC Association’s annual general 
meeting. 

Leslie said the meeting with the 
Premier was primarily arranged just 
for a chance for the two to meet. 

“There wasn’t really any particu¬ 
lar issues I had wanted to discuss with 
Premier Klein, but he asked me how 
things were going so I told him. ’’ 

Some of the items discussed in¬ 
cluded the town's severe drainage prob¬ 
lem on the east side. 

“We are looking for a government 
project of shared costs that would alle¬ 
viate the flooding problems we have 
there,” Leslie said. “We also talked 
about access for a future subdivision 
we are planning north of Bearberry 
Creek and about the capital grant 
amount remaining for our waste trans¬ 
fer station Basically all of these are 
issues that we are dealing with through 
the proper ministers and departments 
but he had wanted to hear about them. 

Basically, Leslie said, the Town of 
Sundre’s relationship with the provin¬ 
cial government has been good, but 
now, since the meeting, Leslie said he 
felt he would be comfortable calling 
the Premier up should a serious diffi¬ 
culty arise. 


“This is the first time the Premier 
has come to Sundre in the 8 years I have 
been on council. Now, (having met 
him) I feel that if we ran into road¬ 
blocks, I would be comfortable call¬ 
ing.” 

Klein’s visit to Sundre came one 
month to the day after his landslide 
election into the Premier's office. It 
was also a chance for Klein to practise 
what he calls his grassroots, renewal 
style of politics he has espoused since 
announcing his candidacy. 

The meeting and dinner, sold out 
with more than 250 people attending 
from all political backgrounds, was 
also a chance for Klein to personally 
discuss some of his plans for the prov¬ 
ince over the next 4 years with those 
who helped to elect him. 

Someoftheplanshe has announced 
include a quarterly report card on fi¬ 
nances and an open book policy on all 
past financial deals, including Novatel. 

It was also a chance for Klein to 
make a personal guarantee on his ex¬ 
pected job performance before the next 
provincial election. He told the crowd 
he expects them to fire him if he fails 
to follow through on the reforms he 
promises within the next 8 months.

Inspired by a nutritionist's praise of 
barley flour, Alex and Donna Hamilton 
have developed a healthy niche market 
for the hulless barley they grow on their 
farm near Olds, Alberta. 

Some 20,000 bags (2.5 kg) of Ham¬ 
ilton Barley Flour have been sold in 
Alberta since it first hit store shelves in 
early 1991. "People like the health 
properties of this product," says Alex. 
"Barley flour is low in fat, high in 
soluable fiber and complex carbohy¬ 
drates " Hamilton Barley Flour is now 
carried in Safeway and by stores asso¬ 
ciated with Federated Cooperatives. 

The Hamiltons have some advice for 
farm entrepreneurs: 

Watch cost vs. profit 
Rather than paying for lab work, 
initial kitchen testing was done in 
Donna's kitchen with the help of a 
small kitchen mill 
Staggered by the cost of pre-printed 
bags, the Hamiltons hired a local artist 
to design the art to grace a sleeve which 
fits over a plain bag. Less money, same 
effect. 


The Hamiltons capitalized on per¬ 
sonal contacts and free media coverage 
of the business. It cost time—and paid 
in flour sales. 

Seek professional help 

The Alberta Food Processing labo¬ 
ratory at Leduc now helps with product 
testing. To maintain and build their 
shelve position, the couple hired a bro¬ 
ker to handle store negotiations, prod¬ 
uct displays and product demonstra¬ 
tions. 

Look ahead 

Production has gone from 14 acres in 
1990, to 300 acres in 1992. This guar¬ 
antees their supply in poor crop years. 

To expand product demand, the 
Hamiltons also test new barley-based 
products. A new muffin mix, which 
should be on the market by next year, is 
a prime example of adding value to 
farm commodities.

Thompson had walked, sledded, rid¬ 
den, and canoed over 50,000 miles, 
much of it with Charlotte and the chil¬ 
dren 

Thompson stood out amongst the 
brawling, hard-drinking NorWesters. 

He piously forswore tobacco, alcohol, 
and foul language and regularly chas¬ 
tised his peers for their dissolute ways. 

When forced to trade rum with natives 
beyond the Rockies, Thompson 
strapped the kegs to his pack mules, 
deliberately causing them to be smashed 
against the rock faces of the passes I le 
also had a mystical streak: he claimed 
to have once beaten the Devil at cards,

A small town boy with over 8 years 
experience in recreation is Didsbury's 
newest recreation director.

A large part of Luck's new job will 
be the organization of the new pool. 
Fee schedules, programming and mar¬ 
keting for the facility will top his prior¬ 
ity list for the next few weeks Some of 
his ideas for the job include offering 
unique water orientated courses and 
recreation facility personnel training. 

“There are a number of different 
options we can offer because we aren ’ t 
limited to a short period of operation 
like we were before Now we operate 
all year,” he said. 


One of Luck's largest challenges in 
the job will be over funding. With the 
end of the CRC grant and a general 
trend towards cost downloading. Luck 
said he plans to investigate many dif¬ 
ferent ideas to help keep revenues up. 

“It is going to be an interesting 
challenge to keep funding. We need to 
set rates that encourages use rather 
than discourages it,” he said. “And 
we need to look at di fferent areas where 
funding might be available.” 

But despite the challenges facing 
him, Luck said he happy to be in Dids¬ 
bury. 

“The people have just been fabu¬ 
lous It is just a home grown kind of 
community which I think will work 
well with the approach I take, which is 
that we all have to work together to 
make things happen ”
